LICENSE RENEWAL 


Renewal time is upon us. All Missouri licensed psychologists must renew their licenses by 
January 31, 2022. As part of this renewal process, you will need to attest to completing the 
required 40 hours of continuing education. Per 20 CSR 2235-7.010: 


(1) Every psychologist licensed in Missouri shall, complete for each two- (2-) year re- 
porting cycle at least forty (40) hours, of accredited “continuing education credits” 
(herein CE credits) relevant to the practice of psychology. The continuing education 
reporting cycle is the twenty-four- (24-) month period beginning on December 1 
of odd numbered years and ending on November 30 of odd numbered years. Con- 
tinuing education credits earned after November 30 for the immediately preceding 
reporting cycle shall not be applied to the next two- (2-) year reporting cycle. (2) At 
least fifteen (15) of the forty (40) CE credits must be completed within Category A 
(i.e., formal programs which meet the requirements of 20 CSR 2235-7.030(1)(A)); 
and the remaining twenty-five (25) CE credits must be completed in either Catego- 
ry Aor in Category B (i.e., informal programs or hours which meet the requirements 
of 20 CSR 2235-7.030(1)(B)). 


There is no need to submit CE documentation unless you receive an audit letter requesting 
such. You simply attest to the completion of the required CE’s on the renewal form. 


CONTACT INFORMATION UPDATES 
Please make sure you have notified us of any address changes. Per 20 CSR 2235-1.060: 


Within thirty (80) days of the effective date of the change, a licensee must inform 
the State Committee of Psychologists of all changes in the mailing address as it 
appears on the licensee’s license by contacting the office of the State Committee 
of Psychologists. 


While the rule does not specifically mention e-mail addresses, it is very important that we have 
current e-mail addresses since that is our primary mode of communication with you. E-mail 
renewal notices have already begun. Per 20 CSR 2235-1.050: 


Failure of a licensee to receive the notice and application to renew the license shall 
not excuse the licensee from the requirement of section 337.030, RSMo to renew 
the license. 
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STATEMENT 


At the March 4, 2021 Committee meeting, the Committee reviewed the following medication rec- 
ommendation statement made at the August 28, 1998 meeting. 


Please be advised that it is the opinion of the Missouri State Committee of Psy- 
chologists that a Psychologist may offer a medication recommendation to the 
prescribing physician about a patient the psychologist has evaluated when such 
recommendation is an informed opinion based on the psychologist’s education, 
training, supervised experience, or appropriate professional experience. It is then 
incumbent on the physician, based upon all of the evidence before him or her, which 
may include the recommendations of the psychologist, to decide what, if any, med- 
ication or medical treatment to prescribe. 


Pursuant to Missouri Supreme Court case Missouri Association of Nurse Anesthetists, Inc., Glenn 
Kunkel, M. D., and Kevin Snyders, CRNA v. State Board of Registration for the Healing Arts, 343 
S.W.3d 348 (Mo. June 28, 2011) (en banc), the State Committee rescinds its prior medication 
recommendation statement as the issuance of such an advisory opinion or recommendation by 
the Committee would constitute unpromulgated rulemaking. The Committee does support ef- 
forts on behalf of prescriptive authority for psychologists who select to undergo the appropriate 
training. 


We here at the State Committee of Psychologists answer many calls from psychologists try- 
ing to locate copies of transcripts, post-doctoral supervision documentation, exam scores, or 
other long-forgotten paperwork needed when applying for licensure in another state, National 
Registry, or PSYPACT E Passports. It is no simple task for you to locate all those documents, 
especially if it’s been several years since you were licensed, but it can be. Did you know that 
you have the opportunity to electronically “bank” those important documents for safe-keeping 
and ease of access? ASPPB Credentials Bank is one place you can bank those important cre-

RULE 
UPDATES 


The State Committee of Psychologists has had several amendments to the General Rules in the 
past year. 


¢ Chapter 6 - Temporary Licensure 


Chapter 7 - Continuing Education 


20 CSR 2235-1.050 has been amended to include the following paragraph: 


The required renewal information, renewal fee, and information related to the psychol- 
ogist’s practice and demographics for the purpose of collecting psychology workforce 
data shall be submitted prior to the expiration date of the license. 


This change went into effect April 30, 2021. 


20 CSR 2235-1.020 has been amended to increase the Reactivation fee from $150.00 to $200.00. 
This change became effective May 30, 2021. 


Also effective May 30, 2021, 20 CSR 2235-1.025, 20 CSR 2235-1.026, 20 CSR 2235-1.030, and 20 
CSR 2235-1.031 were amended to simplify the language regarding the application for provisional, 
temporary, and full licensure and for HSP Certification. 


20 CSR 2235-2.005 was amended to delete a paragraph on coursework grade guidelines. This 
change went into effect June 30, 2021. 


Also taking effect June 30, 2021 is the amendment to 20 CSR 2235-2.070 which removed the re- 
quirement of a licensee seeking licensure by reciprocity to be licensed in a jurisdiction which is then 
a signatory to the Association of State and Provincial Psychology Board’s reciprocity agreement. 


20 CSR 2235-2.001 took effect July 30, 2021 and removes language requiring all documents and 
information being submitted to the board for review to be submitted no later than thirty days prior 
to a regularly scheduled meeting in order to be reviewed at that meeting. 


20 CSR 2235-7.010 is effective as of September 30, 2021. In addition to simplification of the lan- 
guage regarding the reporting period and the language regarding “pro-rata” reduction of required 
credits, this amendment adds the following ethics requirement as part of the Continuing Education 
requirements: 


(A) Three (8) of the forty (40) CE credits are to be in ethics (ethics credits). The three (3) 
ethics credits can be in either Category A or in Category B. 


The rule change, 20 CSR 2235-7.010 (A), will not be implemented until the December 1, 2021 through 
November 30, 2023 Reporting Period. The change does not have to be complied with for the cur- 
rent renewal period which will renew licenses through January 31, 2024.
